The company’s net ton miles of freight in 1944 were slightly 
greater than in 1943, This represents a new all-time high for 
the fifth year in a row, being nearly three times the load car- 
ried ‘in 1939, the last year before defense production affected 
rail transportation. ae 

“Passenger miles for 1944. exceeded those of 1943 by more 

than IL per cont, being five times those -of 1940, a fairly 
normal year, and establishing a new all-time record for the 
third year in succession. 
“Net income in the year just ended, however, will be .ap- 
proximately 35 per cent lower than that of 1943, and is ex- 
pected to run about, 53 per cent behind that of 1942, it was 
nated, due to higher wages, increased material costs, and 
mounting tax payments, 

Among the chief factors enabling the railroads to carry the 
vastly increased wartime transporiation burden, Mr. Mercier 
Hsted: 

1. Good teamwork within the company’s own organization, 
with its customers, with military and government agencies, 
and close cooperation among the railroads that comprise the 
country’s basic transportation system. 7 

2, New aechnological improvements and. the cumulative 
effect of efficiencies of recent years. 

Manpower shortage of nearly 10,000 continues to be the 
Southern Pacific's No. 1 problem, he declared, ‘noting that 
there are-now 16,517 former employes in the armed forces. 


“The western railroads,” he said, “will ave to earry an even 
heavier load when America’s whole effort is directed to the 
Pacific war. We can do the job, but additional manpower 
must he found.” 


The railroad industry today is getting more out of every 
‘part of its physical plant, it was revealed, and in spite of 
wartime pressure its efficiencies are the highest or near the 
highest of -record.. Progressive improvements in operating 
performances have been made by Southern Pacific over the 
past twenty years, with many new efficiency. records estab- 
lished in 1944.

Pacific's .extensive development .of coordinated. .train-truck 
operations, ‘with its highway auxiliary, Pacific Motor Truck- 
ing Company, to expedite the handling of. merchandise freight 
shipments. Considerable mail and express-traffic is also being 
handled i2i this manner. 

“But beyond these mechanical improvements,” the railroad 
president noted, “fine teamwork -largely accounts for the 
carriers’ ability to meet the unprecedented transportation 
needs of today. ; 

“The men-and women of the railroads aré teaming up ‘as’ ” 
never before to do the job, and the rail lines as a whole, 
through individual contacts and arrangements, and especially 
by means of the <Association of American ‘Railroads and simi- 
lar sectional assoctations, are in -effect ‘pooling’ their equip- 
ment and energies to “insure maximum cooperation and 
efficiency in the handling of the nation’s war traffic. ‘Without 
this widespread teamwork within our industry’s ranks, we 
could not succeed in our undertakings, nor could we do with- 
out the whole-hearied cooperation of the military, transporta- 
tion agencies, commercial shippers and ‘travelers. We also 
gratefully acknowledge the continued help of the press in 
furthering public understanding of wartime transportation. 

“The past year saw many efforts initiated, or continuéd, to 
make wartime travel as comfortable as possible,” Mr. Mercier 
said, “Our coach seat assignment plan, previously de- 
vised by Southern Pacific to prevent overcrowding, was .im- 
proved and extended, ata sacrifice of revenue.

Leaflet Tells. of SP’s 
Postwar Passenger Plans 


HAT will be the situation-with the 

railroads after the war, and what 
will be the opportunities for employes 
individually? 

These are questions considered in a 
leaflet, Plans For Post-War Passenger 
Service, recently circulated among Pas- 
senger Dept. employes by F. S. McGin- 
nis, vice president in charge of system 
passenger traffic, 

McGinnis emphasizes two major 
points: (1) Anticipation of a substan- 
tial prosperity to which the railroad can 
contribute by rendering good service. 
(2) Fast, efficient and modernized serv- 
ice will be SP’s answer to the strong 
competition contemplated. 

“Cars in the new trains will embody 
the very latest improvements in pasgen- 
ger car construction,” he points out. 
“New types of coaches are being de- 
veloped which will provide the most 
tuxurious and comfortable accommoda- 
tions for low cost travel, particularly 
long distance travel. Greatly improved 
dining cars are being developed. 
Thought is being given to providing 
more entertainment for passengers, ¢3- 
pecially on Jonger distance trains.” 

Many improvements have been made 
during wartime to the railread’s plant 
such as enlarged yards, more passing 
tracks and sidings, and these improve- 
ments, together with others being 
planned, will make possible faster train 
schedules, he stated. 

More Improvements 

Other subjects receiving constructive 
study for adoption in pustwar days are: 
Improvements in principal ticket offices 
and stations to make them more attrac- 
tive, convenient and comfortable for the 
public; Improvements in offices to make 
them more efficient and comfortable for 
employes; Changes in passenger fares

Word has heen received of the death 
of T/Sgt. Adrian Bill Chaney during 
the invasion of Palau Island, Oct. 18, 
1944, Before joining the Army, Bilt 
was a fireman on Shasta Division where 
his brother, J. G, Chaney, is now a 
brakeman. 


Pfc. Kenneth B. Thomson, former 
coach cleaner at Los Angeles, has been 
reported killed in action in Holland, 
Oct. 3, 1944. He had served with the 
paratroopers in overseas action for two 
years, taken part in the invasion of 
Sicily and Ttaly, and was twice wounded 
—once in Italy and again in Holland. 

Official reports list Pfc. Elsworth C. 
Baldwin, news agents’ helper at Oak- 
land, as killed in action, Sept. 20, 1944, 
during the Pelcliu Islands campaign. He

Second Lieutenant Frank J. Marks- 
man, on military leave from Transpor- 
tation Dept., SF, formerly reported miss- 
ing, is now listed as killed in action 
over Germany, Oct. 7, 1944, while serv- 
ing as navigator-bombardier with the 
Army Air Corps. 

Official! confirmation of the death of 
Cpl. James E. Rebn, former clerk at 
Tracy, has been received by his father, 
Gustave, yardman at Tracy. Jim entered 
the armed forces in June, 1939, and 
went to the Philippine Islands a year 
later. He was reported missing on Min- 
danao in May, 1942.

THE Purple Heart has been awarded 
to Pvt, Albert Carberry, baggage 
elerk at San Luis Ohispo before joining 
the armed forces. He received the medal 
for wounds suffered on Leyte Island, 
Nov. 8, 1944, and is now confined to a 
hospital in New Guinea. 


While clearing mine fields and road 
blocks in the bomb-shattered wreckage 
of Brest, Pvt. Harvey J. Campbell, 
furloughed employe from El Paso 
Stores, was injured in both legs by a 
falling wall Iast November. He was con- 
fined to a U. S. Army hospital in 
England where his doctor was a former 
El Paso surgeon. Last reports were that 
he was recovering rapidly, 

S/Sgt. Stanley J. Hencken, on 
leave from his position in Sacramento 
freight office, was wounded in action in 
Ttaly, Oct. 28, 1944, according to War 
Department reports.

W H. KIRKBRIDE,. ‘for 12 -years 
*- chief engineer of Southern 
Pacific ‘Company, until he’ retired last 
January,-died of a heart ailment Decem- 
ber, 20 at Dunsmuir, where he had gone 
on private business. He was 71 years 
old, a resident of San Francisco. 

Recognized as one of the nation’s 
foremost railroad engineers, Kirkbride 
had been associated with Southern 
Pacific 42 years, and since 1918 had 
supervised the expenditure of nearly one 
Dillion dollars for the maintenance of 
track and roadway structures and for 
additions and betterments to the rail- 
road’s facilities. He was identified with 
many construction projects in the West. 

A native of Pueblo, Colo., Kirkbride 
spent most of his life in California. 
After graduating from Stanford in the 
pioneer class of 1895 with such famous 
classmates as Herbert Hoover, young 
Kirkbride began his engineering career 
as a United States deputy mineral sur- 
veyor, but soon identified himself with 
railroad construction, first on the pio- 
neer Sierra Railway in California, then 
with the Shasta Mineral Belt, Railway. 
He joined Southern Pacific in 1902, 

As chief engineer he had supervision 
over the railroad’s Pacific Lines cover- 
ing nearly 9,000 miles in seven western 
states. He also took a prominent part 
in preliminary studies for the San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland bridge and Central Valley 
water project. In 1936 he was honored 
by the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers for the best paper submitted on a 
construction project—the Martinez. 
Benicia bridge. In his long career he 
was responsible for the development of 
many railroad devices. 

Members of his family who were at 
his bedside when he passed away were 
his wife, Martha; a daughter and son-in- 
Jaw, Mr. and Mrs. Harold Tucker of 
Sacramento; and a brother, Charles N. 
Kirkbride, San Mateo attorney. 
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SP’s new bridge over the Pecos 
River in West Texas was opened to traf- 
fic on December 21, the westbound 
Sunset Limited on that date being the 
first train to cross the new structure. 

The new bridge, located about 450 
feet south of the former high bridge 
over that stream, is a symmetrical canti- 
lever structure with suspended span and 
approach girders.. It has an over-all 
length of 1396.6 feet and rests upon six 
reinforced concrete piers, 274 feet high 
from the foundation,” Maximum -height

OPERATING PROMOTIONS ANNOUNCED 


H. R. Hughes Given Title of Assistant General Manager; 
E. D, Moody Named Superintendent of Western Division 


PROMOTION of Howard R.. Hughes 

to assistant general manager of 
Southern Pacific, with headquarters in 
San Francisco, became effective Janu- 
ary 1. Hughes was succeeded by Eugene 
D. Moody as superintendent of the West- 
ern Division, with headquarters at Oak- 
land Pier. 

In Hughes’ promotion General Man- 
ager J W. Corbett will have two assist- 
ants to help handle the many operating 
matters arising from the heavy volume 
of traffic now moving over the railroad. 

Starting with SP in July 1912, as a 
stenographer at Sacramento, Hughes ad- 
vanced through various clerical and 
operating positions. In October, 1921, 
he became trainmaster on LA Division, 


transferred to Coast Division in August, 
1928, where he later became assistant 
superintendent. In September, 1937, he 
was made assistant to the general man- 
ager, holding that position until August, 
1940, when he was named superintend- 
ent, Tucson Division. He had been 
superintendent of Western Division since 
May, 1944, 


Moody started railroading as a clerk 
on the Sacramento Division in 1913. He 
advanced through yard service positions 
to become trainmaster of that division 
and in 1940 was transferred to the West- 
ern Division, where he became assistant 
superintendent in 1942. Since February, 
1944 he had been assistant to the gen- 
eral manager.

{INISH the war as soon as possible— 
that’s the theme of New Year's reso- 
lutions made by SP’s fighting 16,000 as 
they paused briefly in their conflict with 
the enemy to mark the holiday season. 
Their work and their hopes are reflected 
in the excerpts from their many letters 
printed here. 


“My battery holds a world’s record for 
getting the most Jap planes,” writes Pvt. 
Louis A. Gemma, who left his SP job 
as fireman on Portland Division a year 
ago to fight Japs. ‘And if we can keep 
it up, this war won't last long. Who 
knows, I may be the first to receive the 
Bulletin in Tokyo.” Louis is now sta- 
tioned in the Mariana Islands where he 
js attached to a Marine Corps heavy 
anti-aircraft group. 


Before James W. Cottom joined the 
‘Army he worked for SP as a manifest 
clerk at Carlin where fear is practically 
an unknown quantity and felks enjoy 
the comforts of American living. But 
now he is in France where he has be 
come acquainted with fear and lives in 
mud, rain, cold and fog. “I think about 
the worst thing I have been through,” 
he wrote in a recent letter, “was at 
Avranches when the Germans strafed 
and bombed our area. If you should hear 
anyone say he has never been scared of 
anything, ask him if he ever was around 
where the bullets were flying.” But 
France has its brighter times for him. 
He told of a recent trip he made to 
Paris which he terms “one of the most 
beautiful cities I have ever seen.” In the 
conquest of Brest his division was cited 
for its brilliant coups. In ten days .the 
unit pushed 250 miles up the Brittany 
Peninsula to the outskirts of the city, 
capturing more than 5,000 Germans in- 
cluding « lieutenant general. 


Back in the States after 25 months of 
combat in the South Pacific is Marine 
Sgt. Joseph Shuper, furloughee from 
Sacramento Division. Joe fought -with 
the famed Marine second division and 
participated in the invasion of Saipan. 
He wears the Presidential Unit Citation 
ribbon. 


Supporting Allied advances in North- 
ern Italy by destroying tanks and other 
enemy mechanized equipment is the job 
of Pfc, Fernando M. Aguilar, of Tuc- 
son Division.

WITH SP FIGHTERS 


with the 894th Tank Destroyer Battalion 
that is now fighting somewhere north of 
Pisa, along the approaches to the Gothic 
line. The unit’s fighting has been mainly 
against German infantry, but recent re- 
ports credited it with destroying 17 
enemy tanks, an undetermined number 
of self-propelled guns, half-tracks, 
trucks, machine gun and mortar nests 
and enemy personnel. During the drive 
from Rome to the Arno the tank de- 
stroyer crews raced ahead, clearing the 
way. Of the 21 German tanks encoun- 
tered on‘ this drive, Aguilar says the TD 
boys destroyed nine and forced the 
others to retreat. With the exception of 
a two-week rest period his unit has been 
in continuous action since December, 


1943, 


“Invasion money—the Japs must have 
turned the stuff out by the tons for this 
part of the world,” writes T/5 Geaorld 
R. Miller, clerk in Gen. Pass. Office, 
SF, now with an engineer section in 
Netherlands East Indies. He says the 
Yanks pick up lots of this now worth- 
less money from the natives who, it 
seems, were given great amounts of it by 
the Japs. Geaorld also told of some of 
his observations of the Jap military. 
“The Jap took a lacing down here when 
the GI really got started, just like in the 
Philippines now,” he says. “Little 
wonder when you see the kind of stuff 
they manufacture and work with. Can- 
vas on the tail of their planes, and the 
metal is much thinner than that used on 
U. S. planes. They left in such a hurry 
they abandoned a lot of good American- 
made equipment that is now strewn 
along the road, half covered with dirt 
piled up by our bulldozers building the 
road.” 


At an Eighth Army Air Force fighter 
training station in England, Aubrey N. 
Fosmo, machinist helper at Carlin, 
keeps a flying record of every plane on 
the field. He can tell at a glance which 
planes are airborne or grounded, if air- 
borne what the planes’ destinations are 
and the pilots who are flying them. The 
records he keeps are so detailed that the 
exact time of. take-off and return of 
every plane can easily be found in a few 
seconds’ time. Planes grounded for main- 
tenance or repair are recorded as to the 
type of repairs done, the length:of time 
necessary for the completion of such re- 
pairs and the ‘time the plane is actually 
restored for: flying duty. Aubrey’s’ work 
has been highly commended by ‘his-supe- 
riors and his files are constantly referred 
to by ‘high ranking officers on the ‘field.

SéYAJITHOUT the railroads behind 

us, keeping. the equipment and 
supplies coming to us, we would be 
helpless,” Commodore Philip F. Roach, 
district Coast Guard officer for the 
Twelfth Naval District, told listeners to 
SP’s own weekly radio program, the 
“Main Line,” Dec, 6, when he made an 
appeal for more help to keep the Vie- 
tory Trains rolling.

73 HAT to have for dinner?” is the 
one big cooking question that 
promises to be with us in 1945, just’as 
it has been in other years. Here are some 
answers to that question that seem just 
right for wintry days.

Easy Cheesy Macaroni. Boil 1 cup 
broken-up macaroni 15 to 20 minutes in 
salted water. Drain, stir in % cup milk, 
% teaspoon dry mustard, and 1 cup 
grated American cheese. Season with 
salt and pepper; stir till cheese is 
melted, then serve. Serves 2 or 3. 

Yes, the cheese takes points—about 
2 for this recipe. For meat, for added 
protein, you might have unrationed 
liverwurst slices, or wieners, and brown 
them quickly in a little hot fat in a 
skiNet while the macaroni is cooking. 
A big green salad, of course, for those 
vitamins and minerals that you need so 
much! 


Cold Day Chowder. In the morning 
wash 1% cups dried lima beans and 
put to soak in 1 quart of cold water. 
About an hour before time to eat, put

For 
next day’s dinner, remove skins, cut 
potatoes into small chunks, In a big skil- 
jet heat 2 or 3 spoonfuls of Margarine 
or bacon drippings piping hot and in 
it heat the potatoes, salting and pep- 
pering them generously. (Don’t brown 
them.) Then, a little at a time, dribble 
in as much table cream as the potatoes 
will absorb. You'll probably use about 
% to % of a half-pint bottle. When 
cream is absorbed and potatoes thor- 
oughly -hot, serve them. Supper might 
be: best creamed potatoes; right-out- 
of-the-can salmon or tuna’ fish, with 
lemon wedges; canned string beans;
